Cold, 
wet and the deadly physical strain of 
the trenches undermine men's consti¬ 
tutions. A frightful scourge of tuber¬ 
culosis bus developed In France. The 
fled Cross hsn built sanatoria, pro¬ 
vided over a thousand beds and nurses. 

Thirty Millions for France. 

1 have here n big sheaf of sheets 
Oiled with figures. One Item is thirteen 
million and odd dollars the amount 
which, up to that time, had gone to the 
local chapters of the Red Cross In the 
United States for local relief. Twenty- 
five per cent of the money subscribed 
through the chapters eventually goes 
that way. 

Over thirty millions have been ap¬ 
propriated fur work In France. Here 
la a million and n quarter—In round 
numbers—for military hospitals and 


Last summer the public subscribed 
a hundred million dollars to tho Red 
Cross At the latest statement over 
eighty-flv« millions of It bad been ap¬ 
propriated. 

Where lias It gone? #ou sak. For 
many months the world him been 
spending over a hundred million dol¬ 
lars a day for the dostructloo of life, 
limb and means of suhslstencn. Call 
up what you have read about the war s 
devastation. The American Red Cross' 
enormous Job is to do whatever It can 
lo alleviate that—not after the war. 
not after governments have deliber¬ 
ated and resolved; but right now. at 
the minute, on the spot. It’s amasing 
tbst It hs« done so much with so little 
money. 

Lest autumn the Italian army fell 
hack precipitately. On your war map 
that meant rubbing out one line and 
drawing another half an Inch further 
south. Over there In Italy It meant 
thousands of poor families fleeing from 
their homes. Major Murphy, Red 
Cross Commissioner In Europe, rushed 
to the scene and wired: "Indescribably 
pathetic condition* exist. Involving 
••paratlon of mothers and children, 
cold, hunger, disease, death.” In No¬ 
vember and December the American 
Red Cross appropriated three million 
dollar* for relief there—a large sum, 
yet small In comparison with the nead. 

Condensed Milk for Children. 

Soldiers are only u part of the Red 
Croee* work—probably the smaller 
part. Every Instant, somewhere In the 
vast flood of destruction, e hand 
reaches up In appeal. It la pretty apt 
to be a child's hand or a woman's. 
When the Red Cross comm Iasi on 
reached IVtrograd It asked the gov¬ 
ernment, "What Is the most urgent 


trlote, Including care of five thousand 
families and sufficient reconstruction 
to make houses habitable, required 
over two uilllloue. 

Misery on an Unparalleled Scale. 

These oro all large Items; hut the 
Red Cross la grappling with human 
misery on an unparalleled scale—n 
world of It Tho Item for relief of the 
blind amounts to four hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. The dispensary service 
•ends supplies lo more than thirty-four 
hundred hospitals, T he Red Cross re¬ 
ceives and distributes more than two 
hundred tons of supplies dally at 1 'arls. 
For this distribution and Its other 
work it requires a big transportation 
service of motors and trucks. This 
transportation service has cost « mil¬ 
lion ami n half, and Its operating ex¬ 
penses run to a million dollars. 

Every dollar it spends means misery 
alleviated. Its work Is building abroad 
for the United States the best good will 
In this world It Is building the best 
good will among ourselves. Whatever 
else the war nuiy produce, we shall be 
proud of our Red Cross.
